Next Tuesday is that fateful election day we have been told of for oh so many 
months. Election of a person to serve as president of our country for the next 
four years will headline the day, but many other races will have a more direct 
effect on the avercc voter. While my thoughts and those of many people in 
America are that this has been a long campaign, we ain’t seen nothing yet! 

Both parties have think tanks already planning ahead for this same day in 
November . . . FOUR YEARS FROM NOW! There are those who just know 
President Reagan will win again and they are working to prepare Vice 
President Bush to take over in 1988. There are Democrats who fear Reagan 
will win and they too are trying to find a candidate to groom for 1988. With all 
the problems we encounter just trying to pay our bills and eat three squares a 
day, we ain’t about to worry cvout the best candidate for president in 1988. 


We must put it in writing for those who haven't already figured it out . . . we 
will be voting next Tuesday for Ronald Reagan. We feel he will win, but not 
by the fifteen to twenty percent projected in many polls . . . folks just don't 
turn out and vote that solid either way. Having voiced our plans, let us add 
that we see faults with both candidates and both have strong points, and we 
don’t think it is going to take us any longer to drive to work each day, 

whoever is elected next Tuesday. 


The other races on the ballot are important to us grassroots folks, but only 
three have any opposition. Democratic Senator Howell Heflin is opposed by a 
Libertarian and a Republican. The Libertarian doesn’t have any illusion of 
winning and is probably running to get his political thoughts before the 
public. The Republican, Albert Lee Smith, is a nice person and all that, but 
can only hope there are enough folks pulling the Republican lever for 
Reagan/Bush so he can unseat the popular senator. We see some glaring 
faults with Heflin, not the least being some parts of a judicial bill he urged 
passage of in Alabama several years ago, but we are going to vote for him as 
the best qualified for the office. 


Republican Bill Dickinson is the dean of the Alabama delegation in the U.S. 
‘House of Representatives and I have long been a supporter of Dickinson. This 
year is no different. His voting so reflects the wishes of the people in his 
district that I wonder why people attempt self-destruction by running against 
him. His Democratic opponent Larry Lee is an extremely nice man but hasn't 
given us one good reason why we should change our allegiance. Lee talks 
about military this and military that, but nobody but nobody can out-military 
Bill Dickinson . . . that is his strong suit in a district that includes three major 
military bases. Then considering Lee's professional association with 
agriculture, we were a bit surprised to see the open endorsement of 
Dickinson by the Alabama Farm Bureau. Dickinson continues to fight for the 
Wiregrass peanut farmers, even though the number in Congress willingly 
voting for their welfare continues to get smaller and smaller. Dickinson also 
has a Libertarian opponent. We vote Bill Dickinson. 


The presidency of the Pulbic Service Commission is the only other contested 
race in our area with incumbent Jim Sullivan the Democratic candidate. He is 
opposed by a Libertarian and a Republican. Neither of Sullivan’s opponents 
appears to have the ability to run the office. We know nothing about 
Gatewood, the Libertarian, and Gordon Tucker, the Republican, has run 
before and last year filed, personal bankruptcy and even had that thrown out 
of court (or so the news reports indicate and Tucker hasn’t denied). 


We know Sullivan and have no reservations in supporting him for the office. 
There are 26 other candidates on the ballot running unopposed. All are 
Democrats or at least running as Democrats. Vote for them or skip them - it 
makes little difference unless a massive write-in campaign is launched in the 
next few days. 


There are three amendments on the ballot. We studied them all and are 
ready to explain our reasons for the vote we plan to cast. We checked our 
opinions with two very knowledgeable politicians and they explained the bills 
just as we see them. Number 1 is that thing we already passed 
overwhelmingly forcing the Alabama legislature to pass the budgets before 
getting down to their politicking in Montgomery. We strongly support the 
measure even though those same politicians will most surely figure out a way 
to get around sticking with the first budget they approve. 


Number two pertains only to cotton farmers and we shouldn't even be voting 
on the measure, because unless you grow cotton, you can’t pay in any of the 
necessary money anyway. Vote yes on Number 2 also 


Number 3 is another matter. It would cut the out-of-state hunting license in 
some Black Belt counties and would do away with the requirement that a 
person prove he/she is an Alabama resident before getting the much cheaper 
resident hunting license. All this is just in the nine west Alabama counties 
listed in the bill. We oppose this bill and will yote NO. 


Whatever your opinions, you need to GO VOTE!

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GOD’S COMMUNITY OF PEOPLE 
There are some people of whom 
we might want to say at times, “‘I 
wonder what he’s up to now!"’ We 
don’t have to wonder what the Lord 
is up to. He has revealed in the Bible 
what He is up to. And when we 
understand what He is up to, we will 
understand why He established the 
Church. The Lord is interested in 
people -- He is ‘> the process of 
establishing a special community of 
people. The-Bible presents several 
facts about God's work with people. 
The Bible emphasizes the fact 
that God created the world good. 
Suppose we had a friend who had 
never read the Bible. And suppose 
we gave him a copy and he read 
Genesis I. What kind of picture of 
the world does Genesis 1 present? 
Five times in Genesis 1 the phrase 
“and God saw that it was good’ 
appears (verses 10, 12, 18, 21 and 
25). The repetition of that phrase 
indicates its significance. Verse 21 
adds the word ‘‘very”’ “and, 
behold it was very good.’’ That 
statement also referred to people. 
The Bible emphasizes the fact 
that the basic goodness and harmony 
which God created has been cor- 
rupted by man’s rebellion. Our 
imaginary friend read Genesis 1. 
Now suppose our friend reads 
Genesis 2-11. What kind of picture 
do these chapters present? Genesis 
1 tells about a good world (including 
man), but the rest of the Bible (and 
especially Genesis 2-11) tells about a 
bad world. John wrote about an evil 
world in the Book of Revelation. He 
indicated that this world is so wicked 
it will pass away. So, from Genesis 
2:1 to Revelation 22:21 we read 
about a world that is horribly bad. 
What went wrong in the good world 
God created? Will Rogers told about 
being in a restaurant in Oklahoma. A 
man who did not know Rogers went 
in and sat down beside him. The man 
was in a bad mood, the weather was 
bad, and the service was slow. He 
looked at Rogers and asked in 
disgust, ‘“‘What's wrong with the 
world anyway?"’ Rogers replied, ‘‘I 
don’t know, I guess it’s the people.” 
Man became separated from 
God. That is the major significance 
of the Biblical account related to 
Adam and Eve (Genesis 3). They 
rebelled against God and disobeyed 
Him. They, were then pictured as

naked and ashamed and hiding from 
God. That is not only the story of 
Adam and Eve - that is every 
person’s story. Each of us is 
separated from God by his own sin. 

Man also became separated from 
other men. That is the major 
significance of the Biblical accounts 
related to Cain and Abel (Genesis 4) 
and the Tower of Babel (Genesis 11). 
The division became so great be- 
tween people that a man killed his 
own brother. 

The climax of man’s rebellion is 
seen in the situation at the Tower of 
Babel. Genesis 11 emphasized both 
the separation of man from God and 
of men from men. Mankind left God 
out. The Tower of Babel has been 
called ‘“‘a monument to man’s 
pride’’. Man put himself first, and 
the result was confusion and separa- 
tion. Genesis 11:4 indicates that the 
people involved in building Babel 
were interested only in themselves. 
People are not what they ought to be 
apart from God. That is much of the 
significance of the story of Babel. 
The confounding of the language 
shows the confusion apart from God. 
Chaos occurs when people leave Goa 
out. 

Our imaginary friend has read 
Genesis | and got a glimpse of a 
good world which God created. He 
has read Genesis 2-11 which stresses 
the terrible confusion and separation 
of man from God and from his fellow 
man. Is that all? No, the story of 
Babel appears in Genesis 11. The 
Bible is only beginning at that point. 
The rest of the Bible presents ‘‘the 
rest of the story’’ to borrow Paul 
Harvey's phrase. | The rest of the 
Bible deals with the major message 
God has for people. 

The third fact emphasized in the 
Bible is that God’s major purpose Is 
to restore harmony and goodness 
between men and God and between 
men and men. If our friend were to 
read the rest of the Bible (from 
Genesis 12:1 to Revelation 22:21) the 
major emphasis would be that God 
wants to restore harmony and good- 
ness between men and God and 
between men and men. It is 
comforting and reassuring to know 
that God has not abandoned rebel- 
lious mankind. God's desire to 
restore man is seen in his relation- 
ship with Israel during the Old 
Testament era. He called Israel to 


to create a community of people who 
are free and who have chosen to love 
God and neighbor as self. God is 
interested in a community. 

The Lord has called (and still 
calls) individuals - but he usually 
calls them to work with his commu- 
nity. He called Abraham (Genesis 
12:1-4) and told him He would make 
of him a ‘great nation”’ (not a great 
person). God called Moses and sent 
him to Pharoah with the message 
“‘let my people go.”’ 

Jesus also sought to establish a 
community. He talked much about 
a “‘kingdom."’ He chose twelve 
disciples. Why twelve? Why not 
six, or fifty. or five hundred? The 
Lord had established the twelve 
tribes of Israel to share Him with the 
world. Jesus emphasized, by 
choosing twelve, that He was con- 
tinuing what the Lord started during 
the Old Testatment era. 

Properly understood, the Book of 
Acts is one of the most important 
parts of the Bible because of its 
insights related to the nature and 
work of the Church. Luke, who 
wrote Acts, began the book with 
these words, ‘‘The former treatise 
have I made, O Theophilus, of all 
that Jesus began both to do and 
teach." The ‘‘former treatise’ is a 
reference to the Gospel of Luke in 
which Luke described the ministry of 
Jesus. Acts 1:1 also emphasizes that 
Jesus ‘‘began"’ something which He 
wants to continue through His 
people the Church. The early 
church was a continuation of what 
God and Jesus were doing during 
Biblical times. 


Properly understood, Acts 2:1-13 
contains a description of what the 
Lord wants to do through His 
Church. The King James translation 
of Acts 2:3 contains the words 
‘‘cloven tongues." Thr American 
Standard translation (which is one of 
the best renderings of the original 
Greek New Testament) contains the 
following translation for Acts 2:3, 
“And then appeared unto them 
tongues parting asunder, like as of 
fire; and it sat upon each one of 
them.”’ ‘‘Parting asunder’ is prob- 
bably the best translation and rep- 
resentation of the original text, and 
of what happened. Those ‘‘cloven 
tongues’’ were together at first - 
then they parted and sat upon each 
person. The words “‘parting 


root word is used in Luke 11:17 and 
following to refer to a “kingdom 
divided against itself’ and a ‘‘house 
divided against itself.") Thus, their 
inspiration came from the same 
sotcce. 

Acts 2:6 indicates that ‘‘every 
man heard them speak in his own 
language’. There were people there 
who spoke different languages and 
dialects, and each could understand 
what was being said. Notice that this 
was a reversal of what happened at 
Babel! That is one of the most 
significant facts in the Bible for 
understanding the Church. It indi- 
cates that the Lord wants to bring 
people back together. And that is 
our major business as a Church - 
bringing people back to the Lord and 
restoring proper relationships 
between people. That is why we 
exist. 

There should be no doubt about 
what God is up to in the world. The 
Bible emphasizes that He is in the 
process of building a special com- 
munity of people -- the Church. The 
Church is special because of the new 
relationship with God and with other 
people. Perhaps the greatest ques- 
tion for the Church today is, “‘Can 
the world look at us and know what 
God is up to?”’

I am hearing of some record 
yields of peanuts. It is not 
uncommon to find people who are 
making two tons of peanuts per acre. 

Speaking of peanut yields, I had 
a good visit with Bruce Penuel who 
lives on the Bellwood Road south of 
Enterprise. We were talking about 
yields, and he said, ‘‘As I look back, 
it took me 10 years to make my first 
1,000 pounds of peanuts per acre.”’ 

Coffee County farmers have 
come a long way in the past quarter 
of a century in producing peanuts. 
No one really knows how many 
pounds of peanuts an acre will 
produce. New improved varieties, 
soil fertility, and improved disease 
control all contribute to high yields. 
THE TIME 

Norris Walden, who farms on 167 
south of Enterprise, is one of the few 
folks who already has his soil 
samples for the 1985 crop in to the 
laboratory at Auburn. Other farms 
throughout the county are getting 
samples. I look for a record number 
of samples to go in to the laboratory 
this fall. Peanuts are a high value 
crop and not very many folks are 
taking chances on coming up with a 
short yield due to inadequte soil 
fertility. 

Taking care of the soil fertility 
and lime needs of a field is one thing 
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many things that can’t be controlled! 

Unfortunately, we still have row 
crop and cattle producers who fail to 
take advantage of the soil testing 
services provided by Auburn. But 
there is still plenty of time for next 
year’s crop. Testing supplies are 
available at the Extension Office in 
New Brockton and at agri-business 
dealers throughout the county. 

Don't just think about it! Go 
ahead and get these soil samples this 
week! 


TIMBER PRICES 

In our region pine sawtimber on 
the stump brought a high of $180 per 
1,000 board feet in September. The 
low price in our area was $135, and 
the average was $172. This was on 
the Scribner Scale. Poplar sawtimber 
sold for a high of $72 a 1,000. The 
low was $59, and the average was 
$56. 

Demand for pulpwood is good. 
The highest price in our region was 
$21 a cord. The low was $10 and the 
average was $15. Soft hardwood 
pulpwood sold for a high of $8 with 
an average of $7. Demand is only fair 
for this type pulpwood. 

Prices vary depending on a lot of 
factors such as length of haul, 
logging conditions, grade and size of 
timber. Of course, competition and

CALCIUM INTAKE 


Calcium which is found in milk 
and other dairy products, is crucial to 
a woman's nutrition. It could be we 
need 1,000 to 1,500. milligrans per 
day, beginning well before meno- 
pause, to reduce the incidence of 
osteoporosis in post menopausal 
women. The RDA says 800 
milligrams is sufficient, but the 
Journal of Medical Association says 
this amount is probably too low for 
women in this stage of life. One of 
your best sources for a calcium 
intake with the least amount of 
calories is to drink at least 2 cups of 
skim milk every day. This gives us 
about 800 milligrams, but we may 
need more. Consider these foods to 
add to your milk: salmon and 
sardines with bones, lowfat yogurts, 
swiss cheese and collards.

DAN J. PRESLEY 
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GARDEN COMPOST 

Don’t throw away trash and 
leaves that you can use for compost. 
I suggest that you make a compost 
bin and begin filling it early this fall 
when you start to rake leaves. 

Your bin doesn’t have to be 
complicated. You can make it out of 
close mesh wire, logs, boards or 
concrete blocks. It should be about 
four feet high and four to six feet 
wide. It can be any length you want. 

Don't throw away your leaves 
this fall. Compost them and use 
them in your garden and flower bed 
next year. You will be surprised how 
it will improve the soil texture. 


PECAN TREES 

A number of you are puzzled 
becaitse your pecan trees didn’t 
produce this year. There could be 
several reasons why. 

First, healthy leaves are 
important for pecan production. If 
your peacan trees lose their leaves 
well before frost, then the next 
year's crop will be poor. 

Leaf feeding insects such as 
aphids and mites are major causes of 
early Leaf Drop, but one fungus 
disease, Pecan Scab, produces Black 
Lesions which can destroy the nuts 
also. 

It's usually not economical for 
you with a few trees to spray, so it’s 
important to choose disease- 
resistant varieties when you plant. 
Disease-resistant varieties for Coffee 
County are Elliot Sumner, Jackson 
and Melrose. 

Pecan trees also need an annual 
application of fertilizer in February 
to produce a good crop of nuts. 


SPRING BULBS-PLANT NOW 

Now is the time to start preparing 
for spring if you plan to plant spring 
flowering buibs. 

Selection of good, healthy, 
quality bulbs is very important. You 
may be disappointed by the flowers 
produced from bargain bulbs. 
Choose good, firm, plump bulbs. 

If you want bulbs which flower 
more than one year, select varieties 
from the Narcissis group. Examples 
of these are Fortune, Carlton, 
Peeping Tom, February Gold, Silver 
Chimes, Febro and Thalia. 

Two popular varieites that do not 
flower will after the first year are 
King Alfred and Unsurpassable. 
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Hyacinth and Tulip bulbs require 
a cold storage treatment before 
planting. Put these bulbs in the 
crisper of your refrigerator for 45-60 
days before planting. Plant them late 
November or early December. 

Don’t scatter a few bulbs over a 
large lawn area. They present a 
beautiful color display when planted 
close together in groups of six or 
more. 


HOUSEPLANTS 

Tropical houseplants should be 
slowly moved indoors before the 
nights get too chilly. Move them toa 
sheltered porch or open garage for 
3-4 days first and then into the 
house. This will usually reduce the 
normal leaf drop caused by the 
sudden change in environment. 
Once the plants are moved inside, 
reduce watering and fertilizing until 
the plants are adjusted to their new 
surroundings.

PROBLEMS 

Gene Reagan talked recently 
about 85 agricultural leaders who 
met in Washington recently to 
discuss solutions to financial 
problems for farmers. The leaders 
focused not on how lenders are 
handling credit for farmers in these 
stressful conditions, but rather 
centered around four general points: 

1. Agricultural financial 
problems are not evenly distributed 
across the country but continue to 
grow. It was noted that 84 percent of 
U.S. farm debt, currently at $216 
billion, is held by one-third of the 
producers. 

2. The agricultural situation is 
the result of economic conditions 
outside of agriculture and will be 
resolved only when general U.3. and 
world economic problems are 
addressed. 

3. U.S. agriculture does not have 
adequate domestic and international 
markets to accomodate its productive 
capacity. 

4. The short-term financial 
problems of individual farmers must 
be addressed at the local level and on 
a case-by-case basis. 


DOUBLE CROPPING 

Growers planting wheat to follow 
with soybeans should consider deep 
turning or at least thorough soil 
preparation before planting wheat. 
Research at Headland has shown 
consistent improvement in wheat 
yields where land is prepared. This 
probably also is reflected in better 
double cropped soybean yields. At 
least land preparation that buries old 
debris should help in keeping down 
disease problems.

Shyness 

Shyness may be a prison but it’s 
not a life sentence. It’s such a 
common experience it’s hard to take 
seriously. Almost everyone knows 
that uncomfortable awkward feeling. 
But you grow out of it; you make 
friends in a world of strangers. You 
learn to speak up in public. Besides, 
there’s something a bit admirable 
about shyness. 

For many people, shyness is 
neither a comical memory nor a 
refreshing personal style. It's more 
like a brick wall between them and 
people they want to meet and things 
they want to do. 

How do you know if you have a 
shyness problem? If you have to ask, 
you probably don’t have a severe 
one. But most people admit they feel 
shy in some situations or with certain 
people, or that they have felt shy at 
certain periods in life, particularly 
during adolescence. 

Being shy means different things 
to different people. Bashful, coy, 
diffident, reserved and timid are 
words used to define shyness. This is 
not to say that quiet people are 
necessarily shy; they may simply be 
naturally reserved. 

On the other hand, some shy 
people talk garrulously to hide inner 
fears. In general, though, shyness 
can be defined as feeling awkward, 
self-conscious and tongue-tied with 
people or in dealing with new 
situations. 

If you're shy, you probably feel 
all alone on occasion; but you do in 
fact have lots of company -- about 40 
percent of the U.S. population is shy 
according to Stanford University.

2. Rehearse difficult situations

4. Talk positive to yourself

A recent water test conducted on samples supplied by the city revealed an 
unusually high bacteria count and state officials increased their monitoring of 
the system to insure there was no increase in problems, Once the new system 
improvements are completed, water officals plan to put in place a monitoring 
system of checking water in every section of town on a daily basis. 

A number of citizens has expressed concern over the safety of the water 
for drinking, after they received the short letter mailed by the city in 
compliance with state health officials. The official answer is that the water is 
being closely monitored and there seems to be no need for greater concern at 
this point. 
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
